Thomas in Pompano Beach, Flor- 
ida, we visited my Cousin where 
we .dressed for the airport. On 
February 4th, at 5:00 a.m. we left 
by plane for Honduras, Central 
America. First we stopped in Cuba, 
then San Predor Sula. We arrived 
in Honduras at 3 p.m. that eve- 
ning, we were met at the airport 
by Bishop Bennett. After eating 
and resting a while we attended 
church. The next night a program 
and the welcome address were 
given. The Convocation began on 
Friday, February 6th. Flder A. T. 
Turner gave the opening message. 
The next night, Missionary G. 
Turner taught “A Young Man Void 
of Understanding,” Prov. 7th chap- 
ter. We stayed throughout the Con- 
vocation which lasted for two 
weeks. We had a glorious time sing- 
ing and praising the Lord with the 
Saints. Missionary Johnson of 
Toledo, Ohio attended the Convoca- 
tion also, 

IE Missionary Georgia Turner, 
being’ the President of our local 
Home and Foreign Mission, have 
been sending aid to Bishop Bennett 
and Saints when ever I was able 
to. Bishop Bennett invited us to 
visif them and see the condition of 
the people ourselves. Saints, Bishop 
Bennett and the Saints of Hon- 
duras are very much in need of 
your help. The wages are at a 
rainimum, yet the cost of living is 
high. The average earning being 
$3.00 per week. Civil Service work- 
ers receive $12.00-$20.00 a week. 

Food is expensive in Honduras, 
chicken $1.00 a pound, bacon $1.00 
a pound, cabbage 40c a pound, sal- 
tine crackers-regular size $1.35 a 


_box, grits 50c a box. This short list 


is just to give you some idea of 
the price of the food items. The 
diet consists mostly of rice, beans 
and frequently Planting, which is 
a large green fruit, resembling a 
banana, is baked or fried in coconut 
oil. 

The water is limited, especially at 
this season of the year. The climate 
is dry and very hot, quite often the 
temperature is 100 F. The water 
supply was depleated the last day 
we were there, Water can be bought 
for 2c a pail or fifteen dollars per 
thousand gallons. Ice cubes are sold 
two for a penny. We hope to relieve 
some of the suffering by sending 
money to purchase a pump. 

The Saints are also badly in need 
of clothing. Good grades of mate- 
rial sells for $5.00 a yard, so usually 
the cheaper grades are bought. 
Women hose are $2.50 a pair. One 
can often’ see the Missionaries 
teaching the word of God to the 
people bare legs,

His peace is 
available for everyone who will re- 
ceive it.

We know that, in your positions 
of leadership in important organi- 
zations, as parents, and as citizens, 
you can be of great help to us in 
meeting a problem of growing con- 
cern to all of us. 

I want to discuss this problem 
with you frankly, tell you what we 
are doing about it, and ask for 
your personal support, and the as- 
sistance and cooperation of the or- 
ganizations you represent. 

There is flourishing in this coun- 
try today a vile racket of huge 
proportions about which the public 
is not too well informed. 

This racket involves the use of 
the United States mails for the 
Wholesale promotion and conduct 
of mail order business in obscene 
and pornographic materials.

AN OPEN DOOR 


Brethren: 


“A great door and effectual is 
opened unto me, and there are 
many adversaries,” 1 Cor, 16:9. 

God is doing a mighty work by, 
His Spirit. In recent years the 
hearts of. men in high: places in 
Christian Churches have — been 
touched -by the Lord to. humble 
themselves and recognize the work 
of the Holy Spirit in the Pente- 
costal Movements. Over a period of 
several years it has been my hum- 
ble privilege to witness before the 
recognized leaders pf Christianity 
of the blessing of the Holy Spirit: 
who came into my life in 1918 and 
who has been my constant guide 
and companion ever since. First I 
witnessed to individuals. Then I 
was given an opportunity to wit- 
ness to the International Mission- 
ary Council World Meeting at Wil- 
lingen, Germany in 1952. There I 
had interviews with 10 of the 210 
delegates. After that I served on 
the staff of the World Council of 
Churches at Evanston, Illinois in 
1954, and enjoyed freedom to wit- 
ness to many leaders. In 1956 it 
was my privilege to meet with the 
Ecumenical Leaders of the United 
States in a weekend retreat. In 
1958 they accorded me the honor of 
attending the International Mis- 
sionary Council World Meeting at 
Ghana as a Pentecostal Consultant. 

Never have I been insulted, Never 
has my testimony been ridiculed or 
even questioned. Never have I had 
to compromise to meet approval. I 
have always been asked to be “dey- 
astatingly frank.” A great change 
has come to my own ‘heart. For 
many years I was prejudiced and 
bitter against Protestant Leaders 
who denounced and persecuted the 
pioneers of the Pentecostal Revival 
of this 20th Century. I preached 
against them. In 1951 the Lord 
challenged me as He had chal- 
lenged Peter on the house-top at 


I was also challenged to “Let ALL 
bitterness, and wrath, and anger, 
and clamour, and evil Speaking, be 
put away ... with all malice. ” Eph. 
4:31, That is why in past years I 
have accepted invitations to meet- 
‘ings of Ecumenical Protestantism. 
Now in 1958; after the Pentecostal 
World: Conference in’.Toronto, I 
heard: the~ call: of: God - again. “I 
know. thy works: behold [, have. set 


‘before thee an open: door,. and no 
‘man can shut. it: for: thou. hast a 


little strength, and: hast : kept my 
word, and hast: not denied: my 
name.” 'Rev. ‘3:8; The Holy: Spirit 
said he had a greater work: for ‘me: 
I resigned from honorary positions 
and positions that gave me an in- 
come. During the very week that:I 
did so, things begah to happen. 

I have been invited to bring the 
Pentecostal Message — to Faculty 


and Students of the Presbyterian |. 


Seminary at Princeton, N. J. The 
Lord has graciously provided~ the 
means to support my family so 
that I can go four: weeks during 
April and May. 

I have been invited to visit the 
Dutch Reformed Churches of Hol- 
land where a smouldering Pente- 
costal Revival has been stirred to 
more power during the T, L. Os- 
born meetings of August 1958. 

An .invitation has come from the 
Presbyterian and Reformed World 
Alliance to attend their 18th World 
Council in Sao Paulo, Brazil, during 
July 1959, as a Pentecostal con- 
sultant, and fraternal delegate. 

From two sources an invitation 
has come to attend the 4th World 
Meeting on Divine Healing, spon- 
sored by the Presbyterian Church 
of Scotland in Glasgow at the be- 
ginning of July. 

The Ecumenical Institute of the 
World Council at Bossey, Switzer- 
land, has invited me to come and 
lecture to their students from 23 
countries, belonging to 11 of the 
major Protestant confessions on the 
subject of “The Ministry and the 
Ministries of the Holy Spirit in the 
Church.”

Testimony of 
Missionary E. J. Minor

In the year of 1955, the 13th day 
of March, I took ill and was rushed 
to the hospital and why I was 
there, I had to have a blood trans- 
fusion, and they gave me the wrong 
type of blood. I broke out with the 
‘needle in my arm, and about 15 or 
20 nurses were around my bed and 
I went blind and broke out in my 
body like gravel all over. The nurse 
said, ‘it was such a pity they 
wouldn’t have given a dog this 
blood for it was the wrong type 
and it wasn’t for a human being,” 
and the nurse told me while I was 
there, they didn’t see how I could 
live to get out of the hospital, for 
I was supposed to die soon after I 
received it.

All inside of me was like a car 
rolling on a gravel road and I was 
burning inside like hot pepper and 
my eyes were inflamed and burnt 
like pepper for 24 months. I didn’t 
know about this Holy way, I only 
know John’s Baptism, but I kept on 
praying and looking up unto the 
hills from whence cometh my help. 
This atmosphere was too hot here 
and I wasn’t able to go to Denver, 
Colorado, for I wouldn’t last on a 
train or bus to get there, but a 
Mysterious hand and an air,came 
from another world and fanned and 
kept me cool. Often it got too hot 
here and I would fall out and the 
mysterious hand would fan me 
again. I walked the floor 4 months 
and couldn’t sleep and my vision 
was so dim that the doctor said, “he 
wouldn’t give one dime for my life.” 
I went to doctors of all kinds. One 
doctor said, “he wasn’t going to 
take my money for he couldn’t do 
me any good” and he told my hus- 
band it was a mystery for me to 
live and he said “each moment 
—.eaunted for my life.” It was a mys-

The late D1, Charles H. Mayo, 
world-famous surgeon, has placed 
a value of 84 cents upon the human 
body. This was revealed in an 
article appearing in the “North- 
western Health Journal.” 

Dr. Mayo, whose clinics are a 
mecca for tens of thousands of ail- 
ing ones, further says: 

“It has been figured out that, at 
a single meal, a man puts into his 
stomach more than his entire body 
is worth—I mean the literal com- 
mercial value in dollars and cents. 

“At wartime prices a man’s body, 
from the neck down has an esti- 
mated value of 98 cents.” 

Dr, Mayo, in explaining his state- 
ment, went on to say, “The in- 
gredients of the human body might 
be commercially figured as follows: 
he has enough potassium for one 
shot of a toy pistol; a product value 
of seven bars of soap; enough iron 
for an eight-penny nail; enough sul- 
phur to keep fleas off a dog; 
enough lime to whitewash a chicken 
coop; enough magnesia to make a 
single dose for a person with sour 
stomach, and enough phosphorus 
to cover 2,200 matches.” 

Yet, in sharp contrast to the 
slight value of our bodies, our life 
is made up of something so valuable 
that its worth cannot be estimated. 
It is our soul. 

Our bodies last for just a few 
short years; then death overtakes 
them, and they return to dust. But 
not so with our soul. Death is only 
the means by which our soul is 
ushered into eternity—to live for 
ever and ever; tq livé either in the 
enjoyment of Heaven. or the despair 
of Hell.

date of this minute and also pas- 
toring.) The council of Elders sus- 
pended Eld. Johnson from the 
ministry for disorderly conduct for 
a period of twelve months (12 
mos.) ending January 8, 1956, pro- 
vided he could be reported for by 
a pastor for good behavior, but 
Eld. Johnson failed to keep his 
promise. 

We then listened to a minute 
read by Supt. Theo Davis, dated 
September 10, 1958 in which Eld. 
Johnson signed a confession of an- 
other moral breakdown, the party 
involved (viz. Mrs. ‘Bonnie Jean 
Young Johnson), also Signed a 
written confession to their gilt. 

After carefully searching the 
record, it is proven that Eld. John- 
son. failed to meet the District 
council, the State council, also the 
State Bishop’s council. Upon such 
proof, Bishop Reed placed the case 
before the council for discussion. 
Eld. S. E. Powe opened the dis- 
cussion, After Article 15 of the 
read by Supt. 
Theo Davis, Eld. M. L, Butler re- 
ported that the deacons of Love 
Temple Church of God in Christ 
at Gault St. stated that they would 
not hear any council and they also 
refused to meet the Bishop’s coun- 
cil. At this point, the council 


reached the conclusion that Eld.| 


Johnson had been given his final 
notice. Supt. Theo Davis read Arti- 
cle 4 of the constitution of the 
Chureh of God in Christ, which 
fully vested the Bishop and _ his 
council with the power to excom- 
munieate any preacher in his state 
who walks disorderly and will not 
repent, and also disorganize his 
church.

Paul’s concern for the Saints of 
Philippi (Continued): 


“And this I pray, that your love 
may abound yet more and more in 
knowledge and all discernment; so 
that ye may approve. the things 
that are excellent; that ye may be 
sincere and void of offense unto 
the day of Christ; being filled with 
the fruits of righteousness, which 
are through Jesus Christ, unto the 
glory. and praise of God.’ Phil 
1:;9-11. 

These verses contain the prayer 
that Paul offered: up to God in be- 
half of the Phillippians. He ‘tells. 
them what he has asked of God for 
them. In reading his petition they 
woyld themselves knqw what to 


e.intercession for.:They would} 


pray for one another, that God 
would strengthen, establish, and 
comfort them. The knowledge of 
Paul’s interceding in their behalf 
would have a psychological effect 
upon them also; they would try 
their best to live up to his expecta- 
tions of them. 


He prays that they might be a 
loving people, and that good affec- 
tions might abound among them. 
He desires in them a greater love 
of God, for one another, and all 
men, everywhere. 


He prays that they might be a 
knowing, judicious people; that 


!love might abound in knowledge, 


and in all judgment. A blind love 
will not recommend us to God, but 
a love grounded upon knowledge 
and judgment, certainly will. We 
must love God, because of His in- 
finite excellence and goodness; and 
lcve our brethren because of what 
we see of the image of God’s Christ 
upon them. Strong passions, with- 
out knowledge and a settled. judg- 
ment, will not make us complete in 
the will of God, and often does 
more harm than good. Remember 
the Jews: they had a zeal of God, 
but not according to knowledge, 
and was transported by it to vio- 
lence and rage ~ Rom, 10:25 
John 16:2. 

He prays that they might be a 
discerning people. This would be 
the effect of their knowledge and 
judgment; that they might “ap- 
prove the things which are excel- 
lent” upon trial of them, and dis- 
cern their difference from other 
things. The truths and laws of 
Christ are excellent things, and it 
is necessary for all christians to 
approve and esteem them as such. 
This is not hard to do, as they 
easily recommend themselves to 
any searching, discerning mind. 

He prays that they might be an 
honest, upright-hearted people: 
“that they might be sincere.” When 
we are inwardly what we do, and 
appear to be outwardly, then are 
we sincere, 

He prays that they might be an 
inoffensive people; that they may 
be “without offense until the day 
of Christ”: not likely to take of- 
fense, and very careful not to give 
offense to God or their brethren. 
We are to “live in all good con- 
science before God,” and to exercise 
ourselves to have always a con- 
science void of offense toward God 
and toward men.” Acts 23:1; 24:16, 
We must continue to the end 
blameless, that’ we’ may be pre- 
sented so at “the day of Christ.” 
When this day shall come, Christ 
will present His church “without 
spot or wrinkle”; and present be- 
lievers “faultless before the pres- 
ence of His glory, with exceeding 
joy.”
